WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1. An xnkjet xecor-ding appairaHus fox performing 
x-ecoxd±ng by ejecting ink on to a xecoxdlxng medium using 
5 a plurality of jrecordlng heads wlilcli apply tieat to tne 
ink wltli lieatlng means to generate bubbles In tlie ink 
and to eject tlie ink witli the pressure of the bubbles, 
the apparatus comprising: 

recording mode setting means for setting a head that 
10 is to be used for recording and a head that is not to 
be used among the plurality of recording heads ; and 

control means for heating the recording head that 
Is set to be not used for recording by the recording mode 
setting means to adjust the temperature of the recording 
15 head to be used for recording utilizing heat conduction . 

2 . An Inkjet recording apparatus according to claim 
1 , wherein the control means causes the heating means 
for the recording head that is not to be used for recording 

20 to generate heat such that the ink is not ejected from 
the recording head . 

3 - An Inkjet recording apparatus according to claim 
1, wherein the control means causes heating of the 

25 recording head that is not to be used for recording while 
the recording head to be used for recording performs 
recording . 
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4 . An InkJet recoardlng appairatus accof ding to claim 
1, wherein the plurality of recording heads comprise 
substrates formed with a plurality of recording elements 
5 for ejecting the InJc arranged on the same plate. 



5. An inJcjet recording apparatus for performing 
recording by ejecting ink on to a recording medium using 
a plurality of recording heads which apply heat to the 

10 ink with heating means to generate bubbles in the ink 
and to eject the ink with the pressure of the bubbles, 
the apparatus comprising j 

discrimination means for discriminating between a 
recording head that is to be used and a recording head 

15 that is not to be used for the next recording to be 
perf ormed ; and 

control means for heating the recording Head 
discriminated to be not used by the discrimination means 
before the recording bead discriminated to be used for 
20 recording starts a recording operation to adjust the 
temperature of the recording head utilizing heat 
conduction . 



6 . An Inkjet recording apparatus according to claim 
25 5, wherein a heater for heating provided independently 
of the heating means is used as the control means. 
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
